Drop,  Dropping,  Dropped 

Toledo,  0.  —  (I.P.)  —  A  new  rule  in  effect  for  the  current 
academic  year  at  the  University  of  Toledo  has  repealed  the 
instructor’s  right  to  drop  students  for  excessive  absences.  Part 
of  a  recommendation  of  the  Conference  Committee,  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  dropping  a  course  has  shifted  from  the  instruc¬ 
tor  to  the  student. 

Under  the  new  system,  a  student  wishing  to  drop  a  course 
must  initiate  the  drop  himself  by  first  contacting  his  dean-  and 
then  filling  out  a  form  in  the  registrar’s  office.  The  reasons  for 
the  new  rule  as  stated  by  the  Conference  Committee  are  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Dropping  students  for  non-attendance  is  inconsistent  with 
the  adoption  in  1959  of  voluntary  roll  taking. 

Since  the  student  has  paid  his  tuition  he  should  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  exercise  his  right  to  attend  or  not  to  attend  classes. 

If  the  student  feels  that  he  can  pass  a  course  without  at¬ 
tending  classes,  he  should  be  permitted  to  do  so. 

Grades  in  a  particular  course  should  not  be  based  upon  the 
physical  presence  of  a  student. 

This  new  rule  is  intended  to  cover  only  excessive  absences 
from  class.  A  student  may  still  be  dropped  from  a  course  by 
the  instructor  as  a  disciplinary  action,  according  to  Richard  R. 
Perry,  director  of  admissions  and  records.
